This budget is over $300,000 in excess 
of the school expenditures of last year, 
which aggregated $765,220.84. By far

HOUSE CONFERS’ 
WITH WILSON. 


Washington, January 3.—Coincident 
with the receipt here today of confi- 
dential advices giving the broad out- 
lines of the entente reply to President 
Wilson’s note proposing a discussion 
of peace terms, Colonel E. M. House, 
the president’s friend and adviser, ar- 
rived at the white house. The colonel’s 
last visit was followed by the dispatch 
of the president’s note. 

At the same time press dispatches 
from London told of a speech by Count 
Julius Andrassy, former premier of 
Hungary, stating that the central pow- 


ers had given, or would give President 
Wilson a statement of their peace 


terms, and that the entente allies could | 


obtain them from him. 

Officials at the white house and the 
state department would not discuss 
these developments, further than to say 
definitely that no further move on the 
part of the American government would 
be determined until the entire reply 
was received. It was said that the 
president still has his mind open on the 
question. 

It was not disclosed whether the ad- 
ministration considers that the unfa- 
vorable action of the entente has left 
the way open for the confidential ex- 
change of terms between the opposing 
groups of nations. In view of the deli- 
cate nature of the negotiations, extreme 
secrecy is being observed by the few 
officials in close touch with the situa- 
tion. 

Pessimism Over Outlook. 

Both in German and entente circles 
pessimism over the outlook was ex- 
pressed. The president, however, was 
understood to think that the moves al- 
ready made will be helpful ultimately, 
regardless of the immediate conse- 
quences. 

Preliminary information § received 
here indicates that the entente note 
will pay more attention to the presi- 
dent’s suggestion that means be found 
for preserving peace in the future than 
did the reply of the central powers, 
which suggested the postponement of 
this suggestion until after the present 
war. 

Colonel House has kept in,very close 
touch with all developments in the sit- 
uation. Through his two visits to Eu- 
rope since the war began he is consi4- 
ered by the administration ¢o have a 
complete knowledge of the many cross 
currents operating for and against 
peace in the several nations at war. 

It generally is expected that after 
receipt of the reply of the entente al- 
lies, President Wilson will communi- 
cate again with both sides. 

If the terms of the céntral powers 
have been made known to President 
Wilson, it is believed that they came 
throu~h Ambassador Gerard at Berlin. 
The German embassy here had no in- 
formation on the subject late tonight.

IN SENATE DEBATE 


Senator Attacks German 
Ambassador for Rushing 
Into Print to Approve Wil- 
son Peace Note. 


OPPOSITION IS SHOWN 


Lodge Asserts That the 
Hitchcock Resolution Is 
Dangérous— Hoke Smith 
Urges That Wilson’s Ac- 
tion Be Indorsed. 


Washington, January 3.—After an- 
other debate on Senator Hitchcock’s 
resolution to have the senate indorse 
President Wilson’s peace note, during 
which Senator Lodge attacked the Ger- 
man ambassador, Count von Bernstorff, 
for having made a public statement 
approving it, the senate today again 
feferred action and will take up the 
question again tomorrow. 

Senator Lodge’s open mention of the 
German envoy’s name, which the sena- 
tor said he knew was contrary to un- 
written rules of senate proceedings, was 
the sensation of a speech in which the 
senator declared that although he ac- 
cepted in full faith President Wilson's 
statement that the note was in no way 
suggested by nor associated with the 
peace proposals of the German allies, 
nevertheless he believed such state- 
ments as the German ambassador's had 
added to the opinién that the note was 
timed and designed to aid Germany in 
making the peace terms she desires. 
German Ambassador Attacked. 


Senator Lodge based his criticism 
of the German ambassador specifically 
on a signed Christmas message from 
the ambassador published by a New 
York German language newspaper. 
“It is hardly to be wondered at, with 
such a statement as that from the 
German ambassador,” said Senator 
Lodge, “that there should be general 
misinterpretation of the note, a general 
belief that it was designed and timed 
so as to help Germany in attaining a 
peace upon the terms she desires to 
impose.” 
On the ground that the senate as the 
only legislative body in the world hav- 
ing a voice in. international relations 
should move slowly and not take any 
action which might afterward become 
of aid to one set of belligerents, Sen- 
ator Lodge led the opposition to the 
resolution, in which he was supported 
by other republicans, among them Sen- 
ator Gallinger, the republican leader, 
and Senator Borah. 

Senator Hitchcock led the fight for 
his resolution in which he was support- 
ed by Senator Smith, of Georgia, in the 
contention that an indorsement of the 
president’s note was no more than an 
act in the interest of humanity.

RADICAL CHANGE 
REGARDING MEXICO 


Certain That New Policy 
Will Be Adopted by United 
States— Pershing to Be 
Recalled—Wilson Studies 


Situation. 


Washington, January 3.—All the 
threads of the tangled situation be- 
tween the United States and Mexicaq 
were held tonight by President Wilson. 
The American members of the Mex!i- 
can-American joint commission made to 
him late today a personal report of 
their negotiations, which have reached 
a deadlock, and whether the confer- 
ences of the commission shall contin- 
ue is a question the president has add- 
ed to those already under consideration, 
the determination of which will shape 
the administration’s future policy to- 
ward the de facto government. 

Although an authoritative udmission 
to that effect was lacking, it became 
known that Secretary Lane, Dr. J. R. 
Mott and Judge George Gray, the 
Atherican commissioners, considered 


useless further attempts to effect a 
settlement of qt@estions at issue through 
the joint commission. 


Written Report to Wilson. 

They submitted to the president a 
written report of their failure to have 
ratified by Carranza the protocol pro- 
viding for withdrawal of the American 
troops from Mexico and for a co-opera- 
tive control of the border, and asked 
him to decide whether they. should con- 
tinue their conferences on other sub- 
jects as suggested by Carranza. 


The presid@nt and the three commis- 
sioners discuSsed the report for about 
an hour. Afterward Secretary Lane 
referred inquiries to the president. The 
president said he did not wish to discuss 
the question in any of its phases. 

At least one: more conference with 
the Mexicans will be held. Some day 
this week Luis Cabrera, chairman of 
the Mexican commission, and the oth- 
er two members, Ygnacio Monillas and 
Alberto J. Pani, are expected to meet 
the American commissioners here and 
receive their reply to Carranza’s latest 
communication. 

It seemed certain tonight that some 
radical changes in Olicy would be 
adopted soon by the United States. The 
president continued his consideration 
of withdrawal of General Pershing’s 
force regardless of Carranza’s attitude, 
and of the sending of Henry P. Fletch- 
er to Mexico City to represent the 
government as ambassador. It is known 
that neither of these steps would be 
regarded as inconsistent by the Ameri- 
can c@mmissioners. 


For Withdrawal of Pershing. 


In anticipation that orders will be 
issued soon for recall of the troops the 
war department has prepared a tenta- 
tive plan of withdrawal. General 
Seott, chief of staff, and General Bliss, 
assistant chief of staff, conferred at 
length with Secretary Baker late to- 
day, and it was said they discussed a 
request by the pressdent for a report 
on what effect, in the opinion of mili- 
tary men, withdrawal of the _ troops 
would have. 

If the Pershing expedition is taken 
out of Mexico it will be with the un- 
derstanding that the American govern- 
ment reserves the right to re-enter in 
the pursuit of bandits at any time it 
may become necessary, and that there 
will be recognized no right of the 
Mexican government to impose restric- 
tions. That was the effect of the mes- 
Sage that accompanied the _ protocol 
when it was sent to Carranza from At- 
lantic City. The conditions imposed in

WITHOUT CEASING 


At Some Points the Teutons 
Claim Successes, But at 
Others They Are Repulsed 
by Russo-Rumanians. 


TWO TOWNS CAPTURED 
IN NORTHERN DOBRUDJA 


Matchin and Jijila Taken, 


and Braila Still Further 
Endangered—No Engage- 


ments of Importance on 
Other Fronts. 


New York, January 3.—(By Associat- 
ed Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The period of comparative 
calm which has existed on all the bat- 
tle fronts for some time except in Ru- 
mania continues. In no theater, aside 


from Rumania, has an important en- 
gagement taken place, the activity ev- 
erywhere being carried out by means 
ofthe artillery. and by small patrol 
parties. 

In Rumania the Teutonic allies have 
gained another considerable success in 
the capture in northern Dobrudja of the 
towns of Matchin and Jijila, on the 
easterne bank of the Danube opposite 
the important town of Braila, forcine 
the Russians to a point just south of 
the Danube where the river bends and 
separates Dobrudja from Bessarabia. 


PERIL GROWS 
FOR BRAILA. 


By the capture of Matchin and Jijila 
the forces of the central powers have 
driven the Russians almost to the ex- 
tremity of the Dobrudja mainland 
around which the Danube curves past 
Braila and Galata: The bridgehead 
which the Russians had prepared here 
is believed to have been based largely 
on Matchin, the principal town with- 
in its area and which gave the bridge- 
head its name. Seemingly the cantures 
still further imperil Braila, on the op- 
posite bank of the Danube, which, ac- 
cording to avis from Teutonic 
sources, has been under the fire of Von 
Mackensen’s force from this shore for 
several days. Braila, however, is still 
further defended by a bridgehead. on 
the Wallachian shore, and at last ac- 
counts this position was still holding 
firm against the Teutonic § attacks. 
Braila is an important Danube port and 
has been a storehouse for grain and oil] 
supplies of considerable magnitude. 


GAINS CLAIMED 
FOR DEFENDERS. 


In Moldavia and northern Wallachia 
the inyaders are keeping up their pains 
both northward and eastward from the 
Transylvanian Alps region. At several] 


pointsin the center of the lines in 
northern Wallachia, however, the Rus- 


sians and Rumanians are tenaciously 
fighting to hold them back, and, ac- 
cording to Petrograd, in the region 
southwest of Foscani and nearthe River 
Rimnik the Teutonic allies were defeat- 
ed, the defenders taking several] vil- 
lages and capturing si xofficers, 2)5 
men, five cannon and eight machine 
guns. 

On the western front lively artillery 
duels are in progress in Belgium and 
on several sectors in the region of Ver. 
dun. On .the Austro-Italian front bom- 
bardments alone havg taken place.

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necessary to the future operation of 
the schools if the compulsory education 
law which went into effect on January 
1 is to be enforced and if the high 
school pupils of the city are to be taken 
care of. 

Educational Research Bureau. 

An appropriation of $4,000 will be 
asked for the maintenance of a bureau 
of educational research which the 
board will inaugurate in connection 
with the enforcement of the new state 
law and for other purposes. Under that 
law the school authorities are required 
to take a school census in order that 


they may ascertain just how many chil 
dren come under the provisions of the 
act and whether the parents and guar- 
dians are meeting its reqpirements. 

The act requires the continuous at- 
tendance in school for a period of four 
months in each year of all children 
between the ages of 8 and 14 years who 
Shall not have completed the fourth 
grade of school work, as required by 
the state board of education. It is 
nécéssary for the school authorities to 
keep tab on each child ¢goming .with- 
in the provisions of the law. 

According to Superintendent Lan- 
drum, the taking of a school census 
has heretofore cost the city between 
$1,500 and $1,600. He believes that by 
making the taking of this census one 
of the duties of the new btreau the 
city will be able to have it done at 
less cost. Another matter which will 
come within the scope of the bureau is 
to provide for placing in business the 
graduates of the high schools each year. 
This is a subject which already has 
engaged the attention of the board cf 
education, as well as the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce prior to the enactment 
of the compulsory education act. 

“We have long needed a bureau of 
this sort,” said W. H. Terrell, chairman 
of the finance committee of the boaru, 
“and the compulsory law makes it a 
necessity. Among its duties the board 
could look after the equipment of the 
various schools, examine and report 
upon proposed sites for new schools, 
keep track of the attendance of pupils 
and do many other things looking to 
the improvement of the efficiency of 
the system.” 

Congestion in Schools. 


The master of the congestion of high 
schools has long been brought to pub- 
lic attention, but it has now reached 
such a crisis that some provision for 
it must be made if the high school work 
is to go on. In this connection Su- 
perintendent Landrum said yesterday: 

“There are now enrolled in the high 
schools 478 more pupils than can be 
seated. This excess has been provided 
for only by improvising seats in the 
halls and utilizing standing room. Some 
of them are furnished a place to hang 
their hats and that is all. Three hun- 
dred will graduate from the high 
schools next summer, but there are now 
1,494 enrofled in the seventh grammar 
grades coming up for promoticn tothe 
high schools next fall. 

“? figure that about 1,000 of this 
number will seek admission in the high 
schools when the next term opens, 
With our present inadequate facilities. 
it can readily be seen that it will be 
utterly impossible to provide for these 
high school pupils. Additional hous- 
ing has become a necessity. There 
must also be additional grammar 
schools if we are to carry out the 
state law.” | ° 

Superintendent Landrum said that, 
owing to the lack of a school census, 
he could not tell just how far short 
the city is now in being able to enforce 
parents to meet the provisions of the 
law. 

Must Increase Housing Room. 


“If all were compelled to go to the 
public schools we could not take care 
of them,” ne said. “Of course there are 
quite a number who are receiving their 
training in private schools and these 
are excepted from the law. With the 
growth in population, however, we will 
have to increase our housing room in 
the’ immediate future in order to pro- 
vide for those who from choice or 
necessity seek admission to the city 
schools.’’ 

Both the superintendent and Mr. Ter- 
rell declared that the budget commit- 
tee had had an eye to the strictest 
economy in preparing the sheet for the 
year. They had kept down expenses 
to a minimum, taking into considera- 
tion only additions for equipment made 
necessary by the increased attendance 
of —— over a thousand as com- 
pared with last year. 

Of the $794,000 asked for for running 
expenses, $617,320 is for the payment of 
teachérs’ salaries. The balance is for 
administration, extra equipment, coal, 
lights, etc., including the $4,900 sought 
in order to put into operation the pt- 
reau of educational research. 

The board of education will meet in 
the chamber of commerce assembly 
room this afternoon, at which time the 
needs of the schools for the ensuing 
year will be carefully canvassed.

WITH HOLLWEG, 


Berlin, January 3.—(Via London.)— 
United States Ambassador Gerard took 
advantage of a New Year's call to dis- 
cuss the entente answer to Germany's 
peace proposal with Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg. The ambassador 
is believed to have learned what p0O&s- 
sibility there is of Germany acting fa- 
vorably on a renewed request for con- 
ditions of peace should the 5 United 
States make such a move. 


Berlin, January 3.—(Via London.)— 
The reply of the entente to the peace 
proposals of the central powers is dis- 
cussed at great length this morning 
by the newspapers, which base their 
remarks on the unofficial press version 
as received here from French sources. 

The newspapers are unanimous in 
saying the answer of the entente is 
only what was to be expected in view 
of the utterances of statesmen of the 
hostile nations. 

The opinion is expressed that the note 
was addressed less to the central pow- 
ers than to the people of the entente 
countries, and to neutrals, hence the 


strong declamatory language calculat- 
ed, according to the German opinion, 
further to inflame passion against the 
Teutonic allies. In particular, it is de- 
clared, the section devoted to Belgium 
is intended expressly for the American 
people. 

In general, the answer is regarded 
as the stiffest and most brusque possi- 
ble, and to be couched in insulting and 
calumniatingg terms never before seen in 
an international document. All the 
newspapers agree that the only answer 
the central powers can give is with the 
sword; that the war must be continued 
until the allies themselves sue for 
peace. 

Only a few newspapers see even a 
faint hope that peace still may be at- 
tainable within a reasonable time. 

Curiously enough, the supernational- 
ist Pan-German Taeglische Rundschau 
maintains a feeble show of optimism, 
saying: “The thought of peace is not 
quenched by this rejection.’ ’ 

But even this utterance is qualified 
by the explanation that peace can come 
only through failure of the’ entente 
blans of conquest and the crushing oft 
Germany. 

The Tageblatt also believes the idea 
of peace retains its vitality, sayin: 
“Even though the attempt be made 
to bury it under a thousand arguments, 
peace will continue to rise up mightier 
than ever after every failure to achieve 
expected victory.” 

The socialist newspaper, Vorwaerts, 
which has been the leading peace or- 
gan of Germany for many months, stil 
holds that the policy of attemptin~ to 
find new means of terminating the 
war must continue, but that the dee 
fense of the country must go on with- 
out flagging. It contends that the re- 
sponsibility for continuance of the war 
rests with the entente. 


WILSON CALLED 
SERIOUS FACTOR. 


London, January 3.—Commenting on 
Washington dispatches to the effect 
that President Wilson is determined to 
press his efforts to bring about peacé, 
The Westminster Gazette says: 

“The notion that the American presi- 
dent is a purely academic person who 
launches literary essays on the w-~'4 
without preparation beforehand or con- 
sideration of the next step, if probable 
consequences follow, is a dangerous de- 
lusion which may seriously lead us 
astray if it is not abandoned. For 
good or evil, we have to realize the 
president’s position of great power and 
if he has the American people behind 
him we are bound to treat him aga 
very serious factor at this stage of the 
war. If, as suegested, he is taking 
steps to get his action ratified by a 
resolution of the senate, we should have 
to take that as a definite intimation 
that he means to go on in spite of our 
reply.”

The official report from this 
front was given out here today as fol- 
lows:

“It only approves 
and strongly indorses the president's 
action in sending the note asking that 
terms be stated by the belligerents. 

“There can be no step toward peace

“The door seemed a little ajar look- 
ing toward peace and the president 
sought to prevent that door from 
Swinging hard and fast. 

“Neutral nations have the right to 
express themselves,” continued Senator, 
Smith. “Our rights have been disre-

garded. We have protested. We have 
not contemplated becoming a party to 
the war, I feel sure.” 

Senator Borah interrupted to state 
that Germany has replied to the presi- 
dent’s note and the allies’ reply is 
probably on the way. 

“What possible good can be accom- 
Plished by the senate’s resolution?’ 
Senator Borah asked. “It wvuuld not 
accelerate a reply and neither would it 
change it.” , 

Senator Smith replied that it would 
be an expression by the senate of an 
earnest desire for peace and that fail- 
ure to “pass the resolution would seem 
to me to indicate lack of interest.” 

Senator Smith went on to say that 
the answers to the president’s note 
from some of the warring nations 
have not all been completed, and that 
none of them are final answers; that 
the whole subject is left open. 

“Our rights as neutrals have been 
disregarded over and over again and if 
the war continues they will continue 
to be disregarded,” continued Senator 
Smith. “I think we have done right 
to protest. I think that the neutral 
nations of the world ought to say to 
the belligerents -that ‘your awful 
Slaughter has gone far enough; your 
disregard for our rights has gone far 
enough; we beg you to stop and to 
state your causes of grievance against 
one another and the terms upon which 
you will be willing to end the war. 


Lodge Opposes Action. 


Senator Lodge, republican, again 


spoke against action at this time. 


“{ do not think the importance of 
this resolution can be exaggerated, 
said Senator Lodge. “It projects con- 
gress in the first place into the field 
of foreign negotiations which under 
our form of government is reserved to 
the executive. More than that, it also 
projects congress into the field of 
European politics and involves it in the 
affairs of Europe. 

“This resolution is not a general 
resolution in regard to peace. It does 
not simply say that in the interest of 
humanity the United States hopes 
peace soon will be reached and this des- 
olating war brought to an early end. 
But this resolution commits the senate 
to most absolute approval and indorse- 
ment of the note of the president. It 
also commits us to demand from the 
nations engaged in war a statement of 
terms upon which they will make 
peace, 

“As the war stands today we have no 
national or legal connection with those 
terms. It is beyond our 
terest. 

“It is to be remembered that con- 
gress in acting on a matter of this 
great seriousness, cannot be content 
to act on a mere clamor for peace. A 
peace might mean merely a breathing 
space during which the nations might 
gather fresh strength for a renewed 
struggle which possibly would involve 
this nation. Such is not a peace worth 
having. 

“The right to offer mediation is un- 
questioned. We have that right to of- 
fer our good offices to bring about 
peace between warring nations with 
which we are on friendly terms. This 
right is specifically’ given under The 
Hague conventions which have been 
trampled under foot and utterly dis- 
regarded since this war. began—a de- 
struction apparently watched with in- 
difference by ourselves as well as all 
other neutrals. 4 

“The president is the proper au- 
thority to offer mediation, but such of- 
fers have always been made along

It would 
project congress, he declared, into Eu- 
ropean politics, overturning a policy 
of years’ standing and by involving the 
United States in European politics, nec- 
essarily would involve political inter- 
ests of the eastern hemisphere with the 
interests of the western hemisphere in 
contravention of the spirit of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine. Because of widespread 
misinterpretation of the note, Senator 
Lodge declared, congress was venturin 
into danger if it adopted the Hitchcoc 
resolution.

From the Franco-Prussian war, Sena- 
tor Lodge read correspondence between 
Secretary Fish and the American min- 
ister at Berlin, in reply to a sugges- 
tion that France might desire the good 
offices of the United States. Secretary 
Fish wrote that the administration de- 
sired to continue the policy of keeping 
out of European affairs, but if Ger- 
many as well as France desired those 
good offices the president would be glad 
to exercise them. President Roosevelt, 
in his autobiography, Senator~ Lodge 
said, shows that he offered mediation to 
Japan and Russia only after he was 
certain both sides desired it. 

“We are asked,” Senator Lodge con- 
tinued, “to give our full approval to the 
president’s note which, as I shall pro- 
ceed to show, goes far beyond = 

e - 
ligerents together. He had a perfect 
right to send that note and make an 
experiment to seé if he could get them 
together.” 

At this point Senator Lodge, declar- 
ing the purposes of the president’s note 
had widely been misrepresented, at- 
stacked the German ambassador, Count 
von Bernstorff, for giving out a news- 
paper statement approving it. 

Senator Lodge said he thought he 
was justified in mentioning the German 
ambassador’s name, despite the unwrit- 
ten rule in congress not to mention 
names of foreign diplomats in debate. 

“I think I am justified,” continued 
Senator Lodge, “in citing this state- 
ment of the German ambassador as 
showing why the president’s note has 
been so much misinterpreted. But that 
misinterpretation is so wide over the 
world that it presents a very serious 
objection to our indorsing the note. 

“I do not wish to see this country 
ranged on the side of either belligerent.

Personally, I am unwilling to have my 


vote interpreted as having helped one 
side or the other. And I do not want 
to be ranged against the side which I 
personally believe is fighting the cause 
of liberty against that of autocracy.”

ATLANTA CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


Officers of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce predict that the annual meeting to 
be held at the Piedmont hotel next Thursday 
evening, January 11, will be the most im- 
portant in the history of the chamber, as the 
body is confronted this year with the two 
biggest propositions in the way of civic 
enterprise that were ever in Atlanta’s reach. 
They are the Chattahoochee river improve- 
ment and the proposed plaza, 

In view of this members of the chamber 
are urged to lay aside all other engagements 
and be present at the meeting and dinner 
which goes with it. In order to interest 
the public-spirited women of Atlanta in the 
work of the chamber, the entertainment 
committee this year, as an innovation, has 
invited them to be present as guests. Mem- 
bers will be expected to bring their wives 
and women friends. 

Outlines Work for Year. 

The incoming president, Ivan KE, Allen, 
will outline the work for the year in which 
he expects to show that Chattahoochee river 
navigation and ¢he plaza are not “hot air” 
schemes or visionary projects, in which light 
some have been inclined to regard them, 
but are clearly probable developments of the 
near future and that the chamber has actually 
on foot plans which, if given the proper 
backing of the whole city, can lead to their 
early realization. 

“The two big propositions which we are 
undertaking this year,” said Mr. Allen Wed- 
nesday, “are so big, so much the biggest 
things Atlanta has ever taken on, in fact, 
that some of our citizens whose horizons 
seem to be limited, have not begun to grasp 
their significance. The possibilities that 
they offer for the future development of the 
city are so enormous that some have been 
inclined to dismiss them as impracticable 
dreams. 

“This is far from the case. I want to say 
right here that the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce does not get behind anything impos- 
sible or out of the city’s reach. The business 
men of Atlanta who compose it are not vi- 
sionaries. We have given these

careful examination, have employed the best 
engineers in the country to report on their 
feasibility and are now ready to show the 
people just how they may be carried out. 

“Chattahoochee river navigation to At- 
lanta is a thing that we can show may be 
made a profitable undertaking even for private 
enterprise, but that would be so expensive 
that it might be difficult just now to secure 
the necessary capital for its development 
that way. By securing the location on the 
river of the federal nitrate plant, for which 
congress has made an appropriation, however, 
the problem will solve itself. Now there are 
only two or three locations in. this country 
that are available for this plant, and we be- 
lieve we can show that the advantages of- 
fered by the Chattahoochee are unexcelled. 

The Plaza Plan. 

“It is evident that something must be done 
with the traffic problem of Atlanta. The ex- 
piration of the Western and Atlantic lease 
together with the growing needs of the city 
makes it necessary that this problem be 
now.

Mexican Strife Threatens 
Bankruptcy for Uncle Sam, 


Says Mrs. Wm. H. Felton 


Editor Constitution: We are told now 
“That we are facing a treasury deficit of 
three hundred millions of dollars, and still 
we are collecting a hundred-million-dollar war 
tax, and very state, county and town is 
laying enormous taxes on the people of this 
country.” ‘The tremendous increase of the 
office-holding élement is partly responsible 
for this apparent waste of the people’s tax 
money—but there is a sink-hole in Mexico 
that willerelong bring this nation to pank- 
ruptcy, if some check is not applied. 

The story of Villa during the last three 
years is also a story of American incom- 
petency to deal with other governments. I 
was sitting in the senate gallery in Wash- 
ington city in 1914 when Senator Shirley, 
of Indiana,, read to the assembled senate a4 
telegram announcing the fall of Vera Cruz. 
American troops (marines) had been engaged 
in a battle that day—eighteen of our peo- 
ple had been killed, and several times more 
of Mexicans were reported to be killed. 
We occupied Vera Cruz for six months un- 
der the American colors, collected the custom 
duties and to all intents and purposes we 
were in possession and occupancy of the 
most prominent seaport in Mexico. Presi- 
dent Wilson also appeared before the joint 
session of congress, and denounced Gener- 
al Huerta, and, indirectly, approved Villa. 

I sat in the house gallery and listened to 
that extraordinary pronunciamento, as the 
commander-in-chief of the army and navy 
of the United States shook his fist in the 
face of Huerta (some hundreds of miles dis- 
tant) and called on the old Mexican chief “to 
salute the flag,” or be exterminated! For 
a number of months Huerta was chased about 
and around until he died in confinement, 
pitied alike by friend and foe! What a 
travesty of fmpotent rage! I made it my 
business to watch for the reports made to 
congress and found that it required six mil- 
lions of dollars to chase down Huerta, yet 
actually failing to get the flag saluted. What 
an exhibition of impotent warfare! To 
fight Huerta, Villa came to the front. And 
it is a true charge, but industriously cov- 
ered up, that arms and ammunition were 
openly carried across the American border 
to assist Villa in his struggle with Huerta. 

Then Carranza appeared on the scene! By 
some strange hocus-pocus the Washington 
contingent veered around in friendship and 
favors at this juncture, and Carranza be- 
came the pet and playmate of the United 
States government. There were another six 
millions needed and demanded to foot this 
bill early in 1915. It is a waste of your time 
and print paper to tell you how the com- 
mander-in*tehief of the army and navy of 
this great government has pursued Villa, its 
aforetime ally and coadjutor! 

It is such a travesty, such an inscruteble 
exhibit of authority, that it is only neces- 
sary to remind your readers that a price was 
placed on Villa’s head and thousands of 
American soldiers have been quartered on 
the Rio Grande for months to catch Villa, 
to get Villa, dead or alive, to dispatch Villa, 
by any sort of means, fair or foul. Who has 
made it nlain that the army of General 
Pershing has been a costly and ignoble 
performance; playing at ,war with full cost 
of war attached and nothing doing, that 
is even commendable or satisfactory to our 
own people? | 

Carranza has shown himself a timid play- 
fellow for the United States government; nev- 
ertheless Carranza has had courage to say 
to President Wilson, “Take your soldiers 
back home. They represent nothing that is 
helpful to me or Mexico, and Villa is likely 
to make all of Mexico angry with you! Mex- 
ico loathes all Americans!” 

It will be interesting to the taxpayers 
of the United States to count up the cost of 
General Pershing’s campaign in Texas on the 
borders of Mexico. One item has pushed it- 
self into daylight, namely, the expenditure 
of a another six millions of dollars to send 
extra Christmas rations to the soldiers on 
the border. By the old rule of proportion, 
if it took six millions to pay one week's 
bill at Christmas time, how many millions 
will it take to entirely finance General 
Pershing’s army of occupation in Texas? 


| Is there no place where a stinging word of 


protest can be uttered, where the authorities 
be compelled to stop and listen? Are 
we drifting down a muddy River of Doubt 
with no rescue for the good name of the 
United States in dealing“with Mexico? 

With world-wide attention to Germany’s 
note of peace, and the president's frenzied 
attitude towards foreign difficulties, can it 
be possible that this nation’s honor is to 
he whipped about like a worthless rag on 
the world’s clothesline until there is nothing 
left worthy of respect or satisfaction? England, 
France and Russia might well remind Mr. 
Wilson that he had already a fubl crup on 
his hands with Villa and Carranza, and the 
war-play that is being performed on the Rio 
Grande river.

SUPPLIES FOR ATLANTA 
TO COST MORE IN 1917, 
SAYS PURCHASING AGENT 


The annual report of W. E. Chambers, 
city purchasing agent, predicts that the high 
cost of living will be sharply felt more in 
1917. He states that the advance has not 
affected the city greatly as yet because most 
of the supplies used in 1916 were bought 
during 1915 before the advance came. 

“Practically all of the supplies,” states 
the report, “have been used and beginning 
with the new year the city will be forced to 
make their purchases under the advance. It 
will take at least 25 per cent more in money 
to make the same purchases in 1917 that the 
city made-in 1916.” 

The report calls attention to the city’s 
falure to pay its bills promptly and declares 
that. the department was handicapped by this 
fact. Mr. Chambers compliments the Atlanta 
merchants and other dealers for their spirit 
in furnishing goods to the cify at a low mar- 
gin of profit without prospect of getting 
their money for several months. 

In his showing of the heavy advance of 
supplies bought by the city Mr. Chambers 
calls attention to the purchase of 30,000 bar- 
rels of cement in 1916 at the 1915 price of 
$1.25 per barrel when the market price of 
cement in 1916 was $1.62 per barrel. On this 
contract the city saved $10,000. Many other 
items on which the city was saved money by 
contracts with the deatlers were outlined in 
the report. 

The report urges the establishment of a 
warehouse by the city and calls gttention to 
the small storage room in the basement of 
the city hall as proof of the need for such 
a building. He urges the purchase of goods 
on a large scale. His report denies the 
charge from ex-Mayor Woodward and ex- 
Councilman Edwin Johnson that hfs depart- 
ment is affected by politics’ and declares 
that no employee was appointed by him for 
political reason. 


| Description and History 


Of Jassy, City to Which 
Rumanian Capital Moved 


When Rumania’s government fled from 
Bucharest to Jassy, it was the fifth European 
capital to be removed from its regular seat, 
and it makés one of a quartet still away— 
that of France having been moved back to 
Paris after the retreat of the Teutons from 
the Marne. In a bulletin, the National Geo- 
graphic society says of Jassy: 

“Jassy, to which the Ruma n govern- 
ment was moved when*the central powers 


threatened Bucharest, lies in the extreme 
eastern section of northern Moldavia, just a 
few miles inside-the border from the Pruth, 
which forms the boundary between Russia 
and Rumania. 

“Though hardly a fourth as large as 
Bucharest, it has always prided itself on 
having been the capital of ancient Moldavia, 
and has worn the airs of a metropolitan city 
and kept apace of the fashions of western 
Europe in general and of Paris in particular, 
as well as Bucharest. ‘ 

Third of Population Jews. 

“The population of Jassy is about 75,00@ 
one-third of whom are Jews. Many of the 
old-line boyar families, with lineages go- 


ing back long ‘centuries, retain their homes 
in the city, homes which were the center of 
official life and gaiety until the principali- 
ties of Moldavia and Wallachia united and 
the capital was removed to Bucharest in 
1861. . These old homes are stately, for they 
were built by rich land-owners whose prin- 
cipal occupation was that of enjoying the 
luxuries that a retinue of retainers as long 
as a king’s list could earn for them. 

“Japsy has a rich ecclesiastical history, 
and its religious buildings today are in keep- 
ing with that history. Just as the rich 
Mexican mine owner made penance for hig 
sins and provided a monument to perpetuate 
his memory by the single act of building a 
fine church, so the rich Moldavian boyar 
thought his career was not completed until 
he had built a religioys edifice of some kind. 

“With the surrounding forested hills these 
structures give the kind of imposing pic- 
turesqueness familiar to Americans in novels 
of the ‘Prisoner of. Zenda’ type. ~- Accordin 
to Rumanian tradition, this region has staged 
wildly romantic incidents. 

A Beautiful Charch. 


“One of the most Deautiful churches of 
the temporary Rumanian capital, that of the 
Trei Erarchi, has exquisite, lace-like carv- 
ings over the exterior, including the towers, 
and was once gilded. During a Tartar oc- 
cupation, wood was piled high around the 
building and fired, in Order that the gold 
might be melted and carried off. An earth- 
quake did further damage to the church, but 
it was later restored. 

“This conflagration is but one of the vivid 
moments of the city’s history. Her story 
abounds With pages of crimson and black 
when invaders with_ firebrand and sword 
swarmed upon her. The Tartars burned the 
city in 1513, the Turks in 1538, the Russians 
in 1686. The peace of Jassy in 1792 was the. 
closing event of the second. Russo-Turkish’ 
war. The years 1821 and 1822 were stormy 
with events of the Greek revolution. 
“During the peaceful time preceding the 
present struggle Jassy had developed an ac- 
tive trade.

uary 4, 1884. It was known as the 
hastern association three seasons, but 
in 1887 the name was changed to In- 
ternational association. In 1891 the 
old name was restored, but was chang- 
ed to Eastern league in 1892. It re- 
tained that title until 1912, when it 
became the International league. 

The circuit presided over by Edward 
G. Barrow has had many vicissitudes 
in its long history, and there are indi- 
cations thas it is not yet out of the 
woods. It is said that Toronto was 
the only club that made any money 
last year, but the magnates hope for 
better things in 1917. The Interna- 
tional was going along swimminglyr 
until the Feds broke in and spilled the 
beans. Since then Baltimore, Newark 
and Buffalo, having had a taste of ma- 
jom league high life, are not inclined 
jo wax enthusiastic over Class AA ball.

WARM AND RAIN TODAY 
PREDICTS FORECASTER 


Cloudiness Caused by Winds 
Coming Northward From 
the Gulf Stream. 


—_——— 


“Warmer weather with rain” is the 
prediction of the local weather bureau 
for today in Atlanta and vicinity. The 
weather man also states that it will 
hold good for the next twenty-four 
hours. 

The cloudiness and warmth is caused 
by winds coming northward from the 
gulf stream, bringing with them hu- 
midity. The same kind of weather 
that is being given Atlanta is being ex- 
perienced over most of the southern 
states with an accompaniment of rain 
in many stations. It is all caused by 
the same thing, the inrush of winds 
from the gulf stream. Temperatures in 
the cotton belt have ranged well above 
the 50 degree mark for the past twenty- 
four hours or more. The real amount 
of precipitation has been small in the 
cotton belt, but over most of the sec- 
tion there has been a cloudiness with 
a little rain. 

An extensive area of low pressure is 
central over western Canada and has 
its effect on the weather on the Pacific 
coast. Temperatures in that section 
continue low, but none have been re- 
ported as below freezing. Except for 
the northwest Atlanta is having the 
same brand of weather that is prevail- 
ing over most of the country. 

The shippers’ forecast states that any 


perishable goods which will reach their | 


destination within forty-eéght hours 
will not encounter freezing tempera- 
tures in any direction and that rising 
temperatures are indicated for the en- 
tire country.

ONLY ONE LINK MISSING 
AGAINST GIRL'S SLAYER 


Early Arrest Expected in Case 
of Artist’s Model—Wealthy 
Man Suspected.

Philadelphia, January 3.—An impor- 
tant arrest in connection with the mur- 
der last week of Maizie Colbert, the ar- 
tist’s model, is expected within 24 
hours, the police announced tonight. 
Detectives said that bust one link in the 
chain of evidence against the slayer is 
missing and that they expect to take 
the man-into custody‘soon, possibly to- 
night. 

Although the authorities refused to 
reveal the identity Of the man, uncon- 
firmed rumors persisted that he was a 
wealthy man from up-state who has 
been under surveillance at a local hotel 
for several days. 

Despite the assertion of Captain Tate 
of the detective department, that this 
man had been cleared of all suspi- 
cion, tWo men were sent to his hotel 
late today to take his finger prints 
for comparison with those found in 
Miss Colbert's apartment. The result 
of this comparison was not made 
known. 

To Be Identified by Sales Girls. 


The detectives also refused to reveal 
whad additional evidence they required 
before making an arrest. It was re- 
ported, but not confirmed, that they 
were awaiting his identification by 
sales girls who are said to have sold 
him large quantities of perfume pos- 
Sessing the same odor as that which 
scented the man’s shirt found in Miss 
Colbert’s apartment. 

The man is said to be about middle 
age and to have inherited nearly a 
million dollars from his father. He is 
well-Known in many cities throughout 
the country, and scores of his friends 
are reported to have come to his aid. 
According to one of these friends he 
had spent large sums of money on Miss 
Colbert and was extremely jealous of 
her. Both he and the former manicur- 
ist, this friend stated, had violent tem- 
pers, and it was his belief that the 
woman had been slain in self-defense 
during a quarrel. He said the upstate 
man had come to Philadelphia in re- 
Sponse to a letter from a lawyer, who 
wrote that the woman was planning 
legal action, possibly a breach of prom- 
ise suit. But instead of seeing the 
lawyer, he was said to have gone di- 
rectly to the girl's apartment, and the 
quarrel followed. 

Captain Tate still adheres to his 
theory that the murder was commit- 
ted by a degenerate, and declares that 
the man from the interior of the state 
has given a satisfactory explanation 
of his whereabouts last Friday when 
the crime is believed to have occurred. 

Captain Tate said the woman had 
been hit on the head, apparently, as 
she tried to raise a window in her liv- 
ing’ room to shout for help. The win- 
dow sill is stained with blood. 


Blood-Soaked Shirt. 


The man’s shirt found in the bedroom 
was blood soaked on the right side, as 
if the wearer had carried the woman. 
There is other evidence to bear out the 
theory that the woman was assaulted, 
Captain.

BRITAIN BEST CUSTOMER 
OF THE UNITED STATES 


Purchases Nearly Two Billion 
Dollars in 1916—France Sec- 
ond and Canada Third. 


Washington, January S&%—Purchases 
of pearly two billion dollars made the 
United Kingdom by far the best cus- 
tomer of the United States in 1916. 
An analysis published today by the b.- 
reau Of foreign and domestic commerce 
shows that no other nation bought so 
much by half. 

France during the year more than 
doubled her purchases here, but still 
fell a bit short of a billion dollars. 
Canada was third, with six hundred 
millions. 

Besides the central powets the three 
neutrals of northern Europe alone of 
all the world failed to receive more 
American goods than in 1915. 

American exports to Germany during 
the year were slightly more than one 

llion dollars. Austria-Hungary took 


mi 
less than one hundred thousand dolars. 

Japan in 1916 took ninety-four million 
dollars of American goods, against for- 
ty millions the year before; Cuba one 
hundred and forty-five millions against 
eighty-three millions: China twentv- 
niné millions against nineteen millions: 
Russia one hundred and forty-four mil- 
lions against seventy millions; South 
America one hundred and ninety-seven 
millions against one hundred and twen- 
ty-nine millions. 

Imports from South America during 
the year increased 50 per cent. Asia 
sold nearly twice as much to the United 
States as in 1915. Europe showed some 
increase.
